SICKENING 

Attack victim, 58, suffers three 
broken ribs and broken arm in 
unprovoked assault by cyclist 



A MAN suffered serious inju¬ 
ries including three broken 
ribs and a dislocated shoul¬ 
der when he was attacked 
and robbed on a Harlow cycle 
paths. 

The victim, a 58-year-old 
man, was walking alone along 
the track between the Clock 
Tower and Carters Mead under¬ 
passes in the early hours when 
he was approached by a man on 
a bike which had distinctive 
pink handlebars. 

The cyclist attacked him 
before stealing his mobile 
phone, Nike Air trainers, a qua¬ 
ntity of cash and a wristwatch. 

The suspect is described as 
white, aged in his 30s, of aver¬ 
age build and about 5ft 9ins 
tall. He had dark brown collar- 
length hair and was wearing 
dark coloured clothing. 

The bike he was riding 
appeared to have been made up 
from various parts. 

The attack on Friday, Decem¬ 
ber 27 came two days after a 
50-year-old man was left 
unconscious with a broken jaw 
after being assaulted near 
Staple Tye. 

A spokesman for Essex Police 
said the attacks were not linked 
but added: “We advise people to 
consider their personal securi¬ 
ty when walking about late at 
night, not only in Harlow but 
anywhere in the county.” 

Investigating officer DC 
Kir sty Swan, said: “This is a 
completely unprovoked attack 
which has left the victim with 
multiple injuries including a 
dislocated shoulder, three bro¬ 
ken ribs, a broken upper arm 
and a lot of facial bruising and 
cuts, some of which required 
stitching. 

“I really need to speak to any 
witnesses or anyone who may 
have information about a man 
who rides a bike with pink han¬ 
dlebars or who fits the descrip¬ 
tion.”

Airport’s system of charging 
in the drop-off zone is flawed 

SIR, I was both surprised and disgusted at the 
way Stansted Airport has implemented what 
I think is a very unfair and ridiculous system 
for drop-off and pick-up procedures. 

It appears that some smart bean-counter has 
decided to do away with the previous method 
whereby people could drop off passengers 


outside the terminal building at no charge, 
which is the current situation at Heathrow 
and Gatwick airports. 

Stansted has now made the road past the 
terminal building a ‘no entry’ zone and 
everyone is now herded into an ‘express drop¬ 
off’ zone where you are charged £2 for up to 
a 10-minute stay and £3 for up to 15 minutes. 
This is the only option you have and if you 
exceed this period you are penalised £50! 

I feel that this is purely a money-making 
option and will cause panic and anger when 
unsuspecting people arrive thinking they 
can drop-off passengers for free outside the 
terminal. 

Some people may even arrive with no 
method of payment at all. This will cause 
frustration and embarrassment, especially in 
the summer period when hundreds of people 
will be caught in what is a very small car park, 
panicking about whether they have exceeded 
their 15-minute allowance and then having to 
pay a fine of £50. 

We are all aware that when meeting 
returning friends and family from airports, 
delays can occur either in the baggage areas 
or immigration. If we only have a 15-minute 
slot to fetch someone returning to Stansted 
and not wanting to pay the exorbitant fees 
for the short stay car parks, people are going 
to have to wait in their vehicles in areas 
somewhere around the airport until that 
person is actually at the ‘express drop-off’ 
area. This is going to cause huge problems on 
the roads around the airport and residential 
areas. 

As the ‘express drop-off zone is the only 
place that passengers will have to wait they 
will all arrive at the same time, causing 
congestion at that point as people attempt 
to locate each other, adding to the panic 
that will set in as their 15-minute allowance 
dwindles away. 

The system is flawed and has been 
implemented with no thought for the 
potential shambles that will occur in 
the summer rush at the airport. I will be 


surprised if the system is still in operation 
this time next year and I certainly hope it is 
not.

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Rail union votes 
overwhelmingly 
for strike action 


MEMBERS of the RMT rail union on Greater 
Anglia’s West Anglia route, which serves 
Harlow, have voted overwhelmingly for both 
strike action and action short of a strike in a 
dispute over procedures. 

The union has accused the train operator of 
attempting to remove the posts of station 
cleaners and enforce flexible working arrange¬ 
ments on remaining staff. 

An RMT spokesman said: “Greater Anglia has 
been endeavouring to scrap cleaners on the 
West Anglia stations and have been attempting 
to rush through these proposals, consequently 
bypassing procedures agreed with the union. 

“As a result of their actions they have forced 
RMT into a dispute situation and the union’s 
executive committee agreed to conduct a ballot 
of all platform and station members.” 

The results of the ballot showed a vote of 
around nine to one in favour of both strike 
action and action short of a strike. It will now 
be considered by the RMT executive. 

RMT general secretary Bob Crow said: “We 
will not tolerate a situation where Greater 
Anglia choose to ignore and abuse agreed pro¬ 
cedures in an effort to bulldoze through chang-

es that have serious implications for our mem¬ 
bers and, potentially, the quality of service 
offered to the travelling public. 

“RMT members have now recorded a massive 
‘yes’ vote for industrial action in this ballot, 
sending out the clearest possible message to 
the company that we will not tolerate them rid¬ 
ing roughshod over their own procedures.” 

Michelle Smart, HR and safety assurance 
director for Abellio Greater Anglia, said: “The 
RMT has balloted 108 of its members on our 
West Anglia route and less than half of that 
number actually voted. 

“We have not ‘ripped-up’ any agreements as 
the RMT claims and will continue to take a col¬ 
laborative approach with the union in respect 
of the introduction of more flexible working at 
stations, which delivers an improved service 
for our customers.” 

In the event of the RMT taking industrial 
action, Greater Anglia said it willnot affect the 
normal operation of train services on the West 
Anglia route. 


Year-on-year fall in road deaths 


THE number of people killed 
in accidents on the roads in 
Essex has fallen slightly. 

But while there was a big 
drop in motorcyclist fatalities, 
the death toll among motorists 
and pedestrians rose. 

Figures released by Essex 
Police this week show that a 
total of 41 people died as a 
result of traffic accidents in 
the county last year -16 driv¬ 
ers, six passengers, five motor¬ 
cyclists, 11 pedestrians and 
three cyclists. 

This was down 2.1 per cent 
on the 2012 figure when road 
accidents claimed the lives of 
11 drivers, five passengers, 16 
motorcyclists, one pillion pas¬ 
senger, seven pedestrians and 
three cyclists. 

The figures include the 
deaths of two people - one a 
car driver and the other a 
pedestrian - on the roads of 
Harlow in the space of 36 


hours last month. 

Last year the police and 
Essex County Council carried 
out a record number of opera¬ 
tions in a bid to cut the num¬ 
ber of people killed and seri¬ 
ously injured in collisions. 

But Essex Police’s head of 
roads policing said the latest 
figures for casualties were 
“still too many” and urged all 
road users to act more respon¬ 
sibly. 

Chief Inspector Rachel Nolan 
said: “We’re continuing to 
apply this joined-up approach 
to reducing road deaths and 
the signs are encouraging, 
especially if you look back a 
decade ago in Essex, when we 
were dealing with 80-100 peo¬ 
ple dying in the county. 

“A large number, if not all, 
road deaths are avoidable, so 
my roads policing officers and 
the county council’s road safe¬ 
ty officers encourage every¬ 


one, from drivers to cyclists 
and from pedestrians to 
motorcyclists, to act in a more 
responsible manner.” 

A large percentage of people 
killed or seriously injured in 
crashes continues to be attrib¬ 
utable to three main reasons: 
driving too fast for the condi¬ 
tions or speed limit, failure to 
wear seat belts and driving 
under the influence of alcohol 
or drugs. 

Rodney Bass, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, 
said: “Road safety is every¬ 
one’s responsibility and while 
some drivers continue to put 
themselves and others at risk, 
we will continue to promote 
our ‘No Excuse’ road safety 
campaign targeting those who 
speed, drink-drive, use mobile 
phones and drivers and pas¬ 
sengers who don’t wear seat 
belts.”

John’s memories of 
‘striking’ silver band 



7V JOSTALGIA reader John 
1 V Marsom spotted a 
family member in an old 
photograph of the Old Boys 
cricket team. 

Mr Marsom, who now lives 
in London, got in touch after 
spotting his uncle Bert Fish in 
the picture after a friend sent 
him the article. 

John’s grandfather, Fred 
Fish, and mother Edie were 
both members of the 
Sawbridgeworth Silver Band. 

“The band was flourishing 
in the years before the war,” 
said John. “My grandfather 
sometimes played the bass 
drum and he also instructed 
the band. 

“My mother helped in the 
percussion side of the band 
before the war.” 

He added: “I can remember 
the band wore very striking 
uniforms, they had 
ex-military uniforms and they 
were very impressive.” 

John’s photograph was taken 
in the early 1940’s. He said: “I 
know the names of six people 
in the picture, Reg Brown on 
trumpet [standing, second on 
left] Mr Clough on tuba 
[standing], PC Eldridge is next 
to Mr Clough on the tuba and 


Mr Lewis next to him. 

“Fred Fish, my maternal 
grandfather, is on the bass 
drum [standing, far right] and 
Mr Munns was the conductor, 
sitting in the centre.” 

The band was at its most 
popular before the war with 
around 30 members. The 
members practiced and 
performed until the end of the 
Second World War when they 
disbanded. 

John, whose mother was 
from Sawbridgeworth and 
whose father was from 
Bishop’s Stortford, added: 
“They often joined up with 
the Epping bands for 
concerts.” 

John’s uncle Bert and his 
wife Lilly also owned a 
Harlow greengrocery shop 


called H.F. Fish in Market 
Street. 

“The shop was very 
popular,” John said. “About 
30-odd years ago there was a 
series of postcard issued and 
there is a picture of my aunt 
Lilly standing outside the 
greengrocers holding some 
flowers” {pictured above).

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FI mourns death 
of engine designer 

THE world of Formula 1 racing is in 
mourning following the death of Brian 
Hart, whose engine building company 
was based in Harlow. 

Having enjoyed a relatively successful 
career as a driver, Mr Hart moved into 
engine building in the late 1960s when 
he prepared Ford engines for Formula 2 
cars. 

He started his company - Brian Hart 
Ltd - in 1969 from premises at Pinnacles. 

After Ford withdrew from Formula 2 
he began developing his own engines 
and eventually teamed up with the 
Toleman team. The collaboration 
proved a great success and both team 
and engine provider moved up into 
Formula 1 in 1981. 

After a tough couple of seasons 
competing against better-funded 
outfits, Toleman enjoyed a 
breakthrough in 1983 with Mr Hart’s 
415T turbo engine powering them to 
several points finishes. The following 
season the late Ayrton Senna scored 
Hart’s first podium finish in Monaco. 

With the major outfits using their 
more lavish budgets to develop turbo 
engines, Mr Hart scaled back his FI 
involvement, with the last Hart turbo 
running in early 1986. 

It wasn’t until 1993 that Hart power 
returned to the FI grid, with Eddie 
Jordan’s team running the 3.5-litre 1035 
V10. When Jordan switched to Peugeot 
power in 1995, Mr Hart did a deal to 
provide units for Footwork and scored 
what turned out to be their final 
podium in 1995’s season-ending race in 
Australia. 

One more season with Footwork in 

1996 was followed by a final, 
unsuccessful campaign with Minardi in 

1997 before the company was acquired 
by Tom Walkinshaw Racing. 

Mr Hart died at the age of 77 after a 
short illness.

A 12-YEAR-old boy who threw a 
stolen egg which hit and injured 
a 10-year-old while he was get¬ 
ting into a car has appeared in 
youth court. 

The culprit, who lives in Harlow 
but cannot be named for legal 
reasons, was made the subject of 
a four-month referral order. 

He appeared alongside a 
13-year-old from Braintree, who 
was remanded on unconditional 
bail until January 24 for pre-sen¬ 
tence reports. Both admitted a 
string of offences involving 
thefts, criminal damage and 
assault. 

The court at Chelmsford was 
told that the incidents involving 
the eggs happened in Haydens 
Road, Harlow, on November 8 
last year. 

As well as hitting the boy, the 
eggs also struck his mother and 
caused £65 worth of damage to 
the interior of the car. 

Angela Hughes, prosecuting, 
said the two victims were getting 
into the car when the boy was hit 
in the eye by an egg. As a result 
he required medical attention. 

“It caused a great deal of pain 
and discomfort,” said Miss 
Hughes. “He had scratches to his 
face and some of the shell had 
gone into the eye. He had time 
out of school. 

“A number of bystanders were

there, police were informed and 
descriptions of those responsible 
given. Officers located them near 
Sainsbury’s.” 

Natasha Nair, appearing for 
the Harlow boy, said: “It must 
have been frightening for the 
victims but they were just a cou¬ 
ple of lads messing about. He 
didn’t do it deliberately and is 
very sorry for the young boy 
involved.” 

Romeo Muka-Kemi, represent¬ 
ing the 13-year-old, said: “He was 
just messing about, he didn’t 
think what they were doing 
would result in damage. No 
damage or hurt was intended at 
all.” 

Passing sentence, chairman of 
the bench Dr James Bettley told 
the 12-year-old he would have to 
meet a panel of people who 
would arrange some activities 
for him to keep him out of trou¬ 
ble. 

He warned him that if he did 
not do as he was told he would be 
brought back to court to be re¬ 
sentenced. 

The boy was also ordered to pay 
£4.50 compensation for the eggs 
which had been stolen from 
Iceland, £32.50 for damage to the 
car and £50 to the 10-year-old.

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Sowing the seeds 
for new organic

A COMMUNITY farm project has been 
kickstarted by a Harlow resident keen on 
helping create an organic project for 
anyone to muck into. 

The Herts & Essex Community Farm 
Project is a non-for-profit venture on 
three acres of land.

Thousands sign 
MP’s petition to 
save The Maples 


A PETITION against plans to 
close a respite centre for disa¬ 
bled children in Harlow has 
gathered almost 2,000 signa¬ 
tures. 

The future of The Maples in 
Hodings Road, which provides 
respite breaks for disabled 
children, has been thrown into 
doubt after Essex County 
Council embarked on a con¬ 
sultation exercise to look at 
alternatives for the provision 
of short-break care. 

A petition was set up by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
against the closure plans and 
so far it has had more than 
1,700 signatures. 

Signing the petition, centre 
user Cameron Mooney wrote: 
“Please don’t close the Maples. 
I love it there it’s like having 
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one big sleepover with all my 
friends.” 

Another parent, Dee 
McCullagh whose daughter 
uses the service, said: “‘It’s a 
vital service we need as a fam¬ 
ily.” 

Mr Halfon, who has brought 
the subject up during a debate 
in Parliament, said this week: 
“Despite being assured that no 
final decision about the cen¬ 
tre’s future will be taken unless 
alternative services are in 
place, I strongly believe that 
The Maples should be kept 
open. 

“The centre acts as a lifeline 
to many local children and a 
closure would almost be detri¬ 


mental to them and their fami¬ 
lies. 

“I will continue to do every¬ 
thing I can to safeguard this 
special place that does so 
much to look after children, 
provide respite for their fami¬ 
lies, and has staff with dedica¬ 
tion and commitment that is 
second to none.” 

He added: “I appreciated the 
letter from Cllr Karen Clemp- 
ner and Suzy Stride’s that 
appeared in the Star last week 
as it is important that all politi¬ 
cal parties work together.” 

The public consultation on 
the proposed closure ended on 
Monday.

Council clamps down on dodgy car dealers

Cllr Roger Walters, Essex County Council’s 
cabinet member for trading standards, said: 
“It’s a simple approach but one which is work¬ 
ing well. 

“We talk them through the safety risks and 
explain the consequences of continuing to trade 
in the way they have been. This is often enough 
to get them to change their ways without us 
going down the legal route. 

“But the team is clear we will take enforcement 
action if the trader doesn’t raise its game.”

Longer waits for 
patients arriving 
in an ambulance 


PATIENTS travelling to hos¬ 
pital by ambulance are hav¬ 
ing to wait longer before offi¬ 
cially being admitted onto 
the ward, figures released 
under the Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation Act show. 

Some 35 per cent of ambu¬ 
lance journeys to Harlow’s 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
last year - 6,704 out of 18,976 
- resulted in a handover time 
of more than 15 minutes. 

At the Lister Hospital in 
Stevenage 9,371 out of 23,932 
patients faced a wait of more 
than a quarter of an hour. 

The figures were lower in 
2012 and 2011. 

A spokesman for the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust said that could be 
down to it treating patients

who were previously taken to 
Chase Farm Hospital at 
Enfield, which closed its A&E 
department last year. 

“A&E is for exactly what it 
says - serious accidents and 
emergencies - which of course 
get immediate priority,” he 
said. 

“A lot of people who decide 
to make their own way to A&E 
with non-urgent health con¬ 
cerns could help cut waiting 
for everyone, including them¬ 
selves, and get equally good 
advice and treatment by 
going as a first port of call to 
their GP or a pharmacy.” 

The average handover time 
at PAH was 15 minutes and 46 


seconds and at Lister Hospital 
18 minutes and 33 seconds. In 
2012, the respective recorded 
times were 15 minutes eight 
seconds and 17 minutes 52 
seconds. 

At PAH 1,408 handovers in 
2013 took longer than 30 min¬ 
utes while at the Lister the 
number was 2,469. 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust said: “The service has 
put these schemes in place to 
improve the handover pro¬ 
cess between ambulance 
crews and hospital staff and 
decrease handover times. 

“Decreasing handover 
times will improve the 
patient experience and result 
in ambulances being availa¬ 
ble more.” 


Library projects gets 
share of lotto funds

the east of England to secure funding to devel¬ 
op a joint summer reading and arts pro¬ 
gramme for young people in 2014. 

A total of £93,000 has been awarded by the 
National Lottery through Arts Council 
England. 

The cash will enable library services to work 
with artists and young volunteers to develop a 
range of activities. 

The partner authorities in the region are 
Herts, Essex, Cambs and Norfolk county coun¬ 
cils.

Government investing billions in social housing 


ASTERSON 


W HENEVER I am out and about 
knocking on doors, housing is a 
number one issue. We need Harlow 
houses for Harlow people, more 
affordable housing and a better 
chance for residents on low earnings 
to buy their own homes. 

House building is now at its highest 
since 2007 and the Government is 
investing heavily in affordable 
housing for families. Already, 84,000 
homes have been built, with another 
150,000 due by 2015. 

The Government has also set aside 
£23.3bn to build enough houses to 
cover an area the size of Southend, 
meaning we have the fastest rate of 
affordable house building for two 
decades. This will benefit a lot of 
Harlow residents. 

Also, the Government awarded 
Harlow Council £705,000 in New 
Homes Bonus as a recognition for the 
number of new homes built in 
Harlow. 

On social housing, rules are being 
tightened to ensure Harlow housing 
for Harlow people. Those from 
overseas will have to live in the 
country for two years before they can 
claim council housing and Harlow 
Council has introduced a 
requirement that applicants must 
have at least five years of association 
with Harlow to be eligible for a 
council house. 

On Right to Buy (which helps 
council tenants on low earnings buy

their council house) there will now be 
an extension of help available. The 
discount will be increased to £75,000 
outside London. 

Last year council house sales 
increased by 321 per cent alone in 
Harlow. The Government has 
promised that money raised from 
sales will be spent on social housing 
in Harlow and expensive social 
housing will be sold off so that even 
more houses can be built. 

1 mentioned in my last column that, 
after a long campaign, the 
Government has pledged to freeze 
fuel duty. However, we need more 
transparency in how petrol 
companies decide what prices they 
charge motorists. 

Why are prices so different from one 
garage to another, even if they are 
only a few miles away? 

The best weapon in our arsenal 


against greedy oil companies is 
transparency. The price of oil must 
be published in an accessible way for 
all to see. 

But transparency works both ways. 
That is why I have pushed hard in 
Parliament for fuel receipts to 
display how much of a motorist’s bill 
is made up of tax and what 
percentage of that tax is being spent 
on the roads. 

This will not only hold big oil 
companies to account, but will also 
act as a deterrent for any future 
increases in fuel duty. 

A S was pointed out by Cllr. Guy 
Mitchinson in the Star’s letter 
page last week, some companies are 
ripping off customers by charging 
them extra if they do not pay their 
utility bills by direct debit. 

People should be able to pay how 
they want and should not be 
penalised if they choose to pay by 
post. This kind of charge hits the 
most vulnerable in our community. 

It is wrong that whilst the 
Government has cut energy bills by 
an average of £50 this year, energy 
companies are trying to claw back 
money in this way. 

I believe that when customers are 
being treated unfairly by essential 
utility services like this we should 
impose a windfall tax on them, with 
all the proceeds being passed back to 
consumers.

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A JOURNALIST and former magistrate who 
spent half a century working on newspapers 
- including titles covering the Harlow and 
Epping Forest areas - has died at the age of 84. 

John Yates, who was widely regarded as an 
“old school” journalist, rose from being a copy 
boy with a national newspaper to group editor 
of London and Essex Guardian Newspapers, 
publishers of the Harlow Citizen. 

Mr Yates, who lived in Theydon Bois with his 
wife loan, started his career in newspapers at 
the age of 14 as a copy boy with the Daily 
Mirror. He then took on his first journalist role 
as a cub journalist with the Dagenham Post. 

Mr Yates later become an accredited local 
news correspondent for the Mirror as well as 
many other national and London evening 
papers. 

He went on to work for the Essex Weekly 
News and in 1946 joined the Loughton edition 
of the then West Essex Gazette. After complet¬ 
ing his National Service he returned to the 
Gazette in 1949 and in the early 1950s was 
elected the founder chairman of the West 
Essex and East Herts branch of the National 
Union of journalists. 

In the 1960s and ’70s he re-joined the 
Royal Navy for a few weeks each year 
and travelled the world writing articles 
on servicemen and servicewomen. 

At the Gazette he gained successive 
promotions and editorships. He 
was editor of the West Essex 
Gazette Series for some years 
before being promoted to group 
editor of London and Essex 
Guardian Newspapers in 1977. He 
joined the board of directors the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

He contributed to the

merging of the Guardian-Gazette with the 
Express and Independent Newspaper Group 
and later the Harlow Citizen. He also launched 
several new editions, including the Bishop’s 
Stortford Citizen and the Waltham Abbey 
Gazette. 

He served on the Essex Region Advisory 
Committee of the National Council for the 
Training of journalists and was involved with 
the training of journalists at Harlow College. 

Daughter jacqueline said: “He was very 
much an old-style journalist. He always 
believed in the old-fashioned way of journal¬ 
ism. He was always a believer that you went 
out to look for a story rather than sit in the 
office and wait for the story to come to you.” 

In 1972 he was invited to join the Epping and 
Ongar magistrates bench and later became 
chairman. He was also a governor at Theydon 
Bois Primary School. 

Mr Yates leaves his wife, daugh¬ 
ters jacqueline and julie, five 
grandchildren and two great 
grandchildren. 

His funeral will take 
place at St Mary’s Church 
in Theydon Bois next

Zoo’s head coun 


LONDON Zoo staff have started 
the new year with the mammoth 
task of counting every single 
animal that lives at the zoo. 

The stock take is done every 
year and included counting 
Kumbuka, pictured above, the 
male silverback gorilla, as well 
as counting endangered 
species such as the spiny 
headed lizards - the first to be 
born in the UK. 

Animals were given snacks 
and treats in exchange for 


having their details recorded by 
zoo keepers. 

More than 850 different 
species have been counted in 
the zoo’s stock take. The data is 
shared with zoos around the 
world to help manage breeding 
programmes for endangered 
animals. 

In last year’s animal count, 
staff counted 70 species of 
mammals, 119 types of birds, 

81 reptiles and 281 different 
types offish. There were 19,178 


animals living at London Zoo 
last year. 

Zoo manager Mark Habben 
said: “All of the keeping staff at 
London are out with their 
animals and keeping an eye on 
how they have been over the 
last year. 

“Last year was very 
successful for us breeding wise. 
We had our female tapir give 
birth so we have got a young 
tapir here on exhibit which is 
fantastic.”

STUMPERIES may be a throwback to a 
bygone age but, perhaps thanks to the 
current trend for all things retro, they 
could once again command a place in 
the British garden, creating a cornucopia 
of planting opportunities and providing 
a haven for wildlife. 

So says award-winning garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw, pictured 
right , who has been scaling the country 
in search of examples of these Victorian 
features, similar to rock gardens but 
created from upturned stumps, logs, 
roots and pieces of bark, originally 
designed to display the spoils of intrepid 
Victorian plant hunters. 

In the course of his own travels for 
BBC2's Great British Garden Revival, 
Beardshaw visited the home of the 
first UK stumpery at Biddulph Grange 
in Staffordshire, as well as the most 
famous stumpery in the country, that of 
The Prince of Wales in the grounds of 
Highgrove House. 

"Stumperies were the original vehicles 
that really excited people about 
ferns," Beardshaw enthuses. "Their 
development coincided not only with 
an amazing array of exotic ferns coming 
into the UK from around the world 
but also the realisation of how ferns 
propagated themselves." 


GARDENING TIPS

A stumpery is essentially a collection 
of roots from hardwood trees that 
have been grubbed out of the ground, 
originally as a result of land cleared from 
estates. As informal native woodland 
was pulled up or repositioned, huge 
roots were left lying around which 
could be used as a framework in 
shady woodland areas. It made use of 
architectural and dramatic timber which 
was decaying, interplanted with ferns 
and other shade-loving plants and bulbs. 

So, if you're feeling inspired, how 
do you create a stumpery in your own 
garden? 

You'll need to plant them in shade, 
Beardshaw advises, either under a hedge 
or under a tree, or in the shade of a 
building. 

"You are replicating the forest floor. 
Before we became too polite and tidy, a 
woodland would have been a complex 
mix of young plants, mature plants and 
a lot of rotting material and it's this 
rotting underlayer that we are really 
exploiting. 

"Think of a stumpery as a marriage 
between the more formal parts of the 



garden and the 

wilder areas or the wilder landscape 
that surrounds it. It's that wonderful 
union of the two. Piling logs or stumps 
or branches is very good for hedgehogs 
and beneficial for insects and reptiles. 

"Today you can be as adventurous as 
you wish," adds Beardshaw. "You can 
use one stump or hundreds of stumps. 
The rotting timber replicates the native 
woodland - rich in organic matter, with 
moisture-retentive soils and the stumps 
create lots of cracks and crevices in 
which ferns can excel." 

Hardwoods such as oak, sweet 
chestnut and beech are the best to 
use because they take longer to rot, 
although Beardshaw has used conifers 


for stumperies. 

"Stumperies can be really surreal 
places and are great when associated 
with ponds and water gardens, 
underplanted with hostas and astilbes 
as well as carnivorous plants." 

To make a stumpery look natural, 
you need to bury two-thirds of it in the 
ground. 

"The root plate should be lying on 
its side so that the trunk of the tree is 
also on its side and in doing that you 
are really replicating a windblown tree, 
where the plate is standing vertically 
rather than horizontally across the 
ground. 

"That means that you can create little 
crevices and divots around the plants 


and it's into those little spaces that you 
can plant. 

"Use ferns as the mainstay and 
then you can interplant with many 
winter bulbs such as winter aconites, 
snowdrops and species daffodils and 
scilla. 

"Then you can include typical 
woodland dwellers like epimediums, 
uvularia and hostas. 

It's about creating a framework. A 
stumpery isn't just for spring or summer 
months, it's great for having that 
continuation of bulbs flowering before 
the tree canopy opens up, so early 
spring bulbs are very rich."

WHEN Hollywood remakes a critically acclaimed 
foreign film, the original director more often 
than not stands by as their work is re-interpreted 
- sometimes beyond recognition - by another 
filmmaker. 

Occasionally, though, the same creative force 
takes the helm for both versions. 

In 1993 Dutch director George Sluizer 
adapted his gripping 1988 thriller Spoorioos 
for American audiences and delivered The 
Vanishing starring Kiefer Sutherland and 
Sandra Bullock. 

Japanese director Takashi Shimizu cast 
Sarah Michelle Gellar in a reworking of his 
supernatural horror Ju-on: The Grudge while 
Oscar-winning Austrian director Michael 
Haneke revisited Funny Games with Michael 
Pitt and Brady Corbet as the psychopathic 
youths who wreak havoc during a home 
invasion. 


Two years ago French-Canadian filmmaker 
Ken Scott charmed critics and audiences with 
his bittersweet comedy Starbuck. He remains 
in the director's chair for this brasher remake 
which transplants the action from Montreal to 
the mean streets of Manhattan. 

In most other respects Delivery Man is the 
identical twin of its predecessor, repeating 
scenes virtually word for word in an effort to 
recreate the winning formula. 

Vince Vaughn plays David Wozniak, a 
delivery truck driver for the family meat 
business run by his Polish immigrant father, 
Mikolaj (Andrzej Blumenfeld). 

David is deep in debt and repeatedly lets 
down his brothers Victor (Simon Delaney) 
and Aleksy (Bobby Moynihan), as well as 
his girlfriend Emma (Cobie Smulders) who is 
expecting their first child. 

Out of the blue, David learns that frequent 
donations to a sperm bank in his student days 
have resulted in the birth of 533 children. Of 
those, 142 have launched a class action to 


force the fertility clinic to reveal the identity of 
the man they know only as Starbuck. 

David turns to lawyer pal Brett (Chris Pratt) 
to keep the records sealed. However, matters 
become complicated when he visits some of 
his children including a busker called Adam 
(Dave Patten), an aspiring actor Josh (Jack 
Reynor) and a down on her luck salesgirl called 
Kristen (Britt Robertson). 

Delivery Man is a surprisingly touching 
second helping that remains true to the 
heartfelt intentions of the original film. 

Vaughn is likeable throughout but there's 
a lack of on-screen chemistry with Smulders 
so the emotional waters of their relationship 
never break. Pratt is hysterical as a single 
father stumbling blindly through legal 
loopholes while Patten, Robertson, Reynor and 
co deliver spirited performances as youngsters 
searching for the man who gave them life.

“This year is a big opportunity for me to get 
back up to the level I know I’m capable of, and 
I’m looking forward to getting going. 


“Birmingham did really well last year, finish¬ 
ing top of the league, and it would be nice if we 
can have another good season this year as well. 

“We’ve got all British riders so far which is 
good to see and most of us know each other 
pretty well anyway which should help in the 
early parts of the season.” 

If both Birmingham and Rye House are in 
contention for the play-offs in 2014, Kennett 
could find himself chasing double silverware. 

Commenting on Birmingham’s prospects 
(they finished top of the Elite League in 2013), 
Kennett said: “As a team we’ll just be trying to 
make a good start, hit the ground running and 
hopefully we’ll be able to make the top four.”
